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EFFECT OF TRUSTS.

One by one the different industries
fall under the law of the trusts, and is
forced either to get into the combine
or go out of business. The smsll
manufscturers are being forced to the
wall one by one and now the trusts are
turning their attention to the whole-
salers, whose «profits they crave to
absorb, The editor of the Appeal to
Reason, J. A. Wayland, -has this to
say concerning the effect of the trusts
on wholesale merchants, and {wbat
their intention is toward the retallers:

“The wholesale grocers of Kansas
City have been kicked so bard by the
truste that they have actually helda
meeting to protest. ‘Brave buffalo,
that tried to gore an engine off the
track.” For years I have been teiling
these wholesalers and jobbers that
their days of doing business were num-
bered and they paid no atiention to it
But they have to go for theydo no
needad service for society—no service
that cannot be better-done and cheaper
by the trust methods, and they wili
ficd themselves out of a job and no-
where can they make a living with the
capital they have. It appears thatthe
tobacco trust has arranged that they
must all buy their tobacco through one
man, a friend of the tobacco trust
management, or handle tobacco ata
loss. This is rather galling for these
great Americsn citizens, but they will
have to grin and bear it. Ifjthey were

at home of such anti-expansionists as
Senator Hoar, Atkinson and Bryan
prolonged the insurrection far beyond
the limitations which would bave been
etherwise placed upon it.

A THING NOI' WANTED.

The New York Commercial is de-
cidedly opposed to the cheap parcel
post proposition ‘that ia belng advo-
cated by some big-merchanta. It says:

Some members of the National As-
sociation of Manufacturers, together
with the proprietors of several large
départment stores, and other philan-
trople eitizens, who seem to think tbhat
Uncle Sam should conduct his affairs
to serve their personal interests, are
tryiog to get copgress to pass & law
adexitting large parcels of merchandize
ioto the mails at & low rate of postage.
Among the argumeuts they present is
the fact that in Great Britain th2 post-
age ou parcels 15 6 cents for the first
pound and 2 cents for each additional
pound, thus making an 11-pound pack-
age, which is the limit, cost.only 26
cents; and then go intwo bysterics over
the great benefit ard convenience it
would be 1o plaln people to bave such
a rate of postage for the tranamission
of their Christmas presenta. The won-
der is that they do not ask Uncle Sam
to carry their packages for nnthing.

Let us see how this would work. To
begin with, our postal service nnw has
a deficit of some 89,000,000 per sonum
for operating expanses sloue, and if o
this be added the appropriations for
new postoffices and new equipments,
with a reasopable amount for depres
sion in values sod wear and tear, the
deficit would probably asmount to
$20,000,000 or more per asnum.

Every schoolboy knows that if Uncle
SBam does not sell postage stamps
enough to pay his poatal expenses, he
must make it up from his customsa
duties, or from other internal rev-
